New Definition of Married Man’s Stat­ 
us and That of Altona la a Matter to 
Be Worked Out Before Another Call 
to Issued— inoquitioo of System to Be 
Shown by General Crowder. 


'There will be no second d raft before 
uext spring. 
This Is th e opinion of 
urmy officers in W ashington who have 
been closely connected w ith the work 
of drafting the new arm y aud prepar 
tug quarter* for its training. 
Every 
available cam p site will be crowded by 
the 087.UUU men called in the first 
draft, according to these officers, aud 
training and transportation facilities. 
they believe, will not perm it the use of 
another force of men w itbiu the next 
six mouths. 
General Crow der said the subject of 
a second d ra ft never had been taken 
up with bim as u possibility of the near 
future. 
General Crow der Is preparing 
a com plete report on the d ra ft and 
m aking recom m endations for possible 
future ones. 


Inequities to Be Adjusted. 
Inequities of an unavoidable nature 
will be shown in G eneral Crow der’* re­ 
port. 
T here probably will be some 
am ended regulation baaed on experi­ 
ence 
with the first increm ent, aud 
some amendmentM may be thought d e 
airable by congress. 
It is possible a provision will be 
m ade whereby all the sons of a family 
will not be taken. 
A new definition of

ment.

Railroad officials will provide places 
where the men can cat or will furnish , 
boa lunches T he public is w arned that 
vouchers the leaders will turn over for 
m eals m ust be accepted when properly J 
indorsed and are us g*>od aa cash w hen 
presented to the nearest arm y quarter- ! 
m aster, whose address will ba stam p j 
od on each ticket. 
T he w ar departm ent Issued order*
